Did  you  ever  see  105  tanned  hopefuls  step  daintly 
I  off  the  buses,  eagerly  waiting  to  absorb  all  the  know- 
'  ledge  soon  to  be  inflicted  upon  them? 

That  is  what  the  teachers  of  Ellsworth  Memorial 
High  School  did  not  see  in  the  Freshman  Class  of  1946. 
We  inadvertently  carried  over  from  our  grammar 
school  days  the  title  of  Most  Difficult  Class. 

We  soon  became  acquainted  with  the  customs  of  the 
school,  not  by  having  our  talented  singers  sing  but 
through  our  English  classes  and  that  so  easily  forgot¬ 
ten  booklet  The  Bobcat.

If  you 
looked,  you  would  have  seen  Irene  Morris,  June  Sieber, 
Marian  Sabonis,  Ann  Barnes,  Olive  Crawford,  and 
Lorraine  Dubord  vainly  trying  to  guard  such  elusive 
forwards  as  Ardell  Titus,  Eunice  Schlichting,  Rita 
Hack,  Pat  Clark,  Janet  Kocarnik,  Ann  Ident,  Dolores 
Aldington,  and  Lillian  Tersavich,  while  manager  Bar¬ 
bara  Burr  was  trying  to  to  take  attendance. 

During  our  sophomore  year  we  realized  that  there 
was  more  to  Ellsworth  than  just  sports.  The  clubs 
attracting  the  most  students  from  our  class  the  first 
two  years  were  the  Glee  Clubs  and  Dramatic  Club. 
However,  in  our  junior  and  senior  years  we  realized 
that  other  clubs  needed  our  support.  To  the  aid  of  the 
South  Winds  rushed  Janet  Kocarnik,  head  typist,  and 
Marian  Sabonis,  Parade  of  Youth  Correspondent, 
together  with  many  others.  In  the  S.C.H.E.  Club, 
Marian  Sabonis  was  also  elected  vice:president.  The 
Hi-Y,  a  club  exclusively  for  the  upper  class  boys,  chose

In  our  junior  year  two  new  clubs  were  added  by 
popular  demand.  In  the  newly  formed  French  Club, 
Elaine  Nelson  was  president;  Barbara  Burr,  program 
chairman;  and  Irwin  Weinberg,  collector  of  fines.  The 
other  organized  club  was  the  Surplus  Energy  Squad.

In  our  last 
year  at  Ellsworth,  Marian  Sabonis  was  president  of  the 
S.C.H.E.  Club  and  June  Sieber,  treasurer;  while  David 
Grant  was  president  of  the  Hi-Y.

With  two  strikes  against  us  (Friday  the  13  and  the 
bleachers  in  the  gym)  June  Sieber,  general  chairman, 
got  her  committee  chairmen:  Joan  Dower,  Irene  Mor¬ 
ris,  Eunice  Schlichting,  Eddy  Barry,  and  Irwin  Wein¬ 
berg,  early  to  plan  in  detail  this  unique  dance.  Wally 
Field’s  orchestra  serenaded  us  that  night  in  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  palm  trees  and  thatched  huts,  with  twinkling 
stars  hanging  from  an  extremely  low  blue  sky.  Over 
all  this  presided  our  Queen  Elaine  Nelson. 
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If  it  weren’t  parties,  it  was  musical  productions. 
In  Marrying  Marion ,  Barbara  Burr  lost  her  man,  (or 
did  she? )  and  Donnie  Foster  kept  losing  his  belong¬ 
ings;  Olive  Crawford,  Paul  Roman,  and  Edward  Barry 
gave  outstanding  performances.
